After his conference with Mitterand, 
Clinton said the French president 
agreed with his policy of offering 
U.S. troops for peacekeeping only 
after the warring factions agreed on a 
settlement. He said if Americans were 
involved in the U.N. operation now, 
“it would only increase the controver- 
sy” and the risk that peacekeepers 
would be drawn into the conflict. 

While the topic of Bosnia was pre- 
dominant, Clinton also discussed the 
North Korean nuclear situation with 
French leaders, and they supported 
his effort to get U.N. sanctions 
imposed for the Communist state’s 
defiance of international nuclear 
inspectors. 

Clinton came: to Paris from 
Normandy late Monday night after 
commemorations of the 50th anniver- 
sary of D-Day. 

He told the assembly France and 
America should join to fortify free- 
dom and build peace for generations 
as the ultimate tribute to the men who 
won World War IL. 

“The hallowed gravestones we hon- 
ored ... define the price of failure in 
peacetime,” he said. “They affirm the 
need for action now.”

Parole and Pardons said that after 
nine months in prison, an inmate may 
apply for parole. The Board will then 
decide whether to grant the inmate a 
parole date or postpone parole until 
after another hearing. 

Judy, 28, must undergo six psycho- 
logical tests before he may reapply 
for parole. The tests will evaluate if 
he would pose a threat to the commu- 
nity and decide on a prognosis for 
treatment. The tests are to be adminis- 
tered within 60 days before Judy’s 
next hearing. 

“Cody is very normal in his conver- 
sations and letters. He. has indeed tes- 
tified to me that he has learned a great 
lesson,” said Cody Judy’s father, 
Robert Judy, in an interview with the 
Associated Press. 

Robert Judy said he is frustrated 


with the media’s coverage of his 


son’s condition. He wishes the press ~ 


would concern itself with more 
important societal issues, such as rape 
and murder. 

“The news media is way out of line 
on this,” Robert Judy told the 
Associated Press before his son’s 
parole hearing in May. 

“They're blowing this way out of 
proportion. Let it die. Killers and 
rapist get less coverage than what you 
give Cody,” he said. 

At the hearing, Curtis Garner, a 
parole board member, recounted the 
Marriott Center incident. The incident 
was the first time Judy had gone 
against the law, Garner said.

“We're really disappointed with the 
decision that they’ve made,” said 
George Nickas, assistant coordinator 
of the Utah Wildlife Association. 
“The forest service could have man- 
aged the land for its recreational 
value, but they’ve decided to manage 
it as an industrial zone.” 

“The main reason we are challeng- 
ing the decision is because it poses a 
tremendous risk to ecological and 
recreational values of the Uintas,” 
Nickas added. 

If the current proposal is approved 
by the Bureau of Land Management, 
companies such as Exxon, Chevrolet 
and Texaco will be allowed to lease 
national forest land to drill for oil and 
gas. 

Leasing could mean millions of dol- 
lars for the state of Utah, but there is 
no’ way to project revenue until oil 


and gas companies bid for the land, 
starting at two dollars an acre. 

Environmentalists opposed the deci- 
sion during a series of public hearings 
conducted last year. However, Nickas 
said their efforts were futile. 

Forest service officials originally 
proposed leasing every acre. 

“They. made a tiny step, but basical- 
ly ignored public opposition and went 
ahead with it anyway,” Nickas said. 
“All of the studies, even their own, 
show that the Moxa Arch in the 
Uintas has the most geological poten- 
tial for oil and gas. This is also the 
most developed part of the forest. We 
wanted to restrict leasing to this area, 
but this just fell on deaf ears.” 

The Utah Wilderness Association, 
as well as other groups, is expected to 
appeal the decision before the forest 
service by the July 5 deadline.

Suffering continues in Rwanda; 
refugees desperate for supplies

RWANDA — The suffering is 
grimly real. Hundreds of thousands of 
Rwandan refugees in makeshift 
camps critically need food, water, 
medicine, clothing, soap, cooking 
pots, plastic sheeting and sanitary 
facilities. ‘ 

Inside the central African nation 
torn by tribal bloodletting, wounded 
survivors require hospital treatment. 
And, there is a grisly task of burying 
bodies hacked with machetes. 

Yet donations from Americans, who 
are noted for opening up their hearts, 
have trickled at a hesitant pace. 

“People are just not reaching out to 
help these poor folks,” said Kathy 
Bremer, senior vice president of 
CARE, which has distributed relief 
packages to war-torn lands for nearly 
50 years. 

“When people see news coverage 
that indicates something is hopeless, 
it makes them less likely to reach 
out,” she said. 

Clearly, this is a much different situ- 
ation than the famine-driven disasters 
of Ethiopia, when donations poured in 
with boosts from songs like “We Are 
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The World,” or,Somalia, where U.S: 
military involvement was originally 
intended to protect a feeding mission. 

The agony in Rwanda, a farming 
country about the size of Maryland, is 
man-made. For the past two months, 
tribes of Hutus and Tutsis have 
engaged in butchery. An estimated 
200,000 people have been killed, and 
an estimated 2 million have been dis- 
placed — some to makeshift camp- 
cities on neighboring borders. 

CARE, which already has spent $18 
million in Somalia, has earmarked 
only about one-fourth that amount for 
Rwanda. The situation is similar for 
other charitable groups. 

Among the few agencies that have 
kept a constant presence inside 
Rwanda is the International 
Committee of the Red Cross, which 
had 30 workers killed in the violence. 

The Red Cross has a surgeon and a 
nurse in the capital of Kigali, and has 
distributed 40 tons of food to the gen- 
eral population. 

“Americans do feel a little over- 
whelmed as to what to do about it. 
The level of violence is psychologi- 
cally overwhelming,” said Red Cross 
spokeswoman Ann Stingle.

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Utah tuitions to increase this fall

Students at Utah colleges and uni- 
versities will pay more for their 
tuition this upcoming fall. 

In accordance with current Board of 
Regents policy, and as adopted by the 
Legislature, the Regents approved the 
tuition increases that range from 4 to 
7 percent. 

University of Utah, Utah State 
University, Weber State University, 
Southern. Utah University, Snow 
College, Dixie College, College of 


Eastern Utah, Utah Valley State 
College and Salt Lake Community 
College are all influenced by this poli- 
cy. 

A large portion of the increase goes 
to support urgent student needs, a cat- 
egory that includes such areas as 
libraries and counseling. 

BYU students also will have to pay 
more for the 1995 school year. This 


year, the cost of undergraduate study- 


will be $1,170, which is $70 more 
than last year’s tuition — an increase 
of 6.4 percent. 

Tuition is set at $1,370 for graduate

students, an increase of 6.2 percent; it 
will be $2,200 for law & management 
graduate students, which is an 
increase of 4.8 percent. 

Brent Harker, associate director of 
Public Communications, said the 
increased tuition would pay for the 
University’s usual operating fees, 
classrooms, class instruction and fac- 
ulty salaries. 

Harker pointed out that BYU is a 
private university owned by The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. As such, its increase in tuition 
is not related to the Regent’s policy. 
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SEC airport not fastest growing in nation 


-Afthough Salt Lake City International Airport claims it is the world’s fastest 
groWing airport, Airport Council International-North America said Utah did not 
actually experience the amount of growth the airport predicted. 

Preliminary 1993 reports showed Salt Lake City’s airport as the world’s 
fastest growing airport, but actual statistics didn’t substantiate the projection, 
according to the Airport Council. 

“We expected Salt Lake to surpass the other airports in growth, but a few sur- 
pris€ airports made an incredible jump in passengers in 1993,” said Nancy Ives, 
public affairs director for Airport Council International-North America. 

The aviation organization predicted a 16 percent increase in Salt Lake City’s 
passengers for 1993. Although the percentage proved true, Utah’s largest air- 
port-came in tenth worldwide for growth. Chicago Midway airport topped the 
list with a 46.1 percent increase in passengers. 

Utah’s largest airport serviced nearly 16 million passengers. Chicago O’ Hare 
Airport saw 65 million passengers to land in the top spot, edging out 
Dallas/Fort Worth airport with 50 million customers. Cargo increase was. up 
nearly 9 ‘percent for Salt Lake City, with over 175,000 tons of cargo shipped 
from the capitol. 


Study says husbands’ smoke gives wives cancer 


WASHINGTON — Nonsmoking wives who live with smokers have approxi- 
mately a 30 percent greater chance of developing lung cancer than women in 
tobacco-free homes, a large-scale study said Tuesday. 

fhe study, the largest of its kind, supports earlier tests that show a cancer ick 
fron secondhand smoke, said Elizabeth T.H. Fontham of Louisiana State 
University Medical Center. 

“Tf you keep seeing the same results over and over, it lends a lot of credence 
to the estimates,” Fontham said Tuesday at a news conference. 

The Tobacco Institute, which had representatives waiting in the hall outside 
the:news conference room, immediately denounced the study. 

According to the Tobacco Institute statement, “This study, like 12 of the 13 
other environmental tobacco smoke studies conducted in the United States, 
reports no statistically significant increase in risk for nonsmoking wives of cig- 
arétte smoking husbands.” 


Headlines exaggerate threat of bacteria 


-NEW YORK — The fatal infections that inspired hysterical headlines about 
“flesh-eating bacteria” could indicate the return of bacteria that caused a severe 
form of scarlet fever a century ago, killing thousands before mysteriously dis- 
appearing. 

The overwrought headlines, such as “Killer Bug Ate My Face,” first appeared 
in England, where 15 people have been afflicted with the deadly bacteria since 
Jan. 1. Eleven have died. Some did lose skin or muscle as a result of the infec- 
tion, which can spread as rapidly as an inch an hour. 

Fortunately, the news coverage is more widespread than the bacteria. The 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention said 500 to 1,500 such infec- 
tions occur each year in the United States. 

The deadly strains produce a toxin that poisons skin and muscle tissue or 
internal organs, causing the body’s own disease fighters to careen out of con- 
trol. 


Case against senator solid without tax charge 


WASHINGTON — Some lawyers see the lack of a tax evasion charge 
against Rep. Dan Rostenkowski as a sign of weakness in the government’s case 
against him. A former prosecutor said it shows the government avoided a blun- 
der that would have allowed the trial to be moved to Chicago. 

“If he used the money for personal gain, that’s income and you’d expect to 
see.a tax evasion charge. We know from press accounts that the IRS was called 
in, said Joseph diGenova, a former U.S. attorney, who is now in private prac- 
tice. “So they obviously have trouble showing that he personally profited. vt 

Another former U.S. attorney, Thomas Puccio, who won convictions of six 
House members and one senator in the FBI’s Abscam operation, said a tax eva- 
sion charge would have been “the dumbest move they could have made.” 

“Eric (Holder, the U.S. attorney who indicted Rostenkowski) is too bright to 
make a huge blunder like that,” Puccio said. 

If Rostenkowski were to get.a trial on tax charges moved to Chicago, where 
he; has been elected to Congress 18 times, few judges would agree to the 
expense of trying other charges separately here.

But, we may have already forgotten. In the BYU bookstore on Monday, an 
employee reminded a student that it was D-Day in which the student asked

tion understands. ~ 

-We’ve seen the numbers — 156,000 Allied soldiers crossed the English 
channel to face the German stronghold. Unfortunately, we have only a 
vague understanding of what it took to plan one of the most succesful inva- 
sions, which led to the overthrow of Hitler and liberation of Europe. 

- What should we have learned from D-Day? President Clinton answered 
that this week when he said, “For if we learned any lesson from...D-Day, it 
was that if the Allies would stay together and stay strong, we would never 
need another D-Day.” 

USA Today best explained D-Day as “a memorial to all who fought, and 
died, in the massive struggle to subdue evil men.” 

Our generation does not have to fight that battle again, but we can see the 
sacrifice required for freedom. We should learn that it is our responsibility 
to preserve worldwide democracy. The lessons we learn from D-Day should 
be applied to future decisions in our nation’s relations with other countries. 

President Clinton encouraged us all by saying, “I hope you will think 
about how we can honor their legacy by carrying it on.

Then FM radio came along allowing a lis- 
tener to hear radio broadcasting music in 
stereo. AM stations began to decline, espe- 

cially among the younger audiences. - 

; Today, FM radio popularity continues to 

_ grow. People can hear music ranging from 

Spanish salsa to country, and from classical 

to alternative music. I love having access to 

so much music at the touch of a button, but 

the majority of foul-mouthed disk jockeys 
should be left behind. 

Morning shows seem to 
be the worst. It seems like 
a competition exists 
between morning radio 
personalities on who can 
be the most crude. It’s not a matter of play- 
ing good music, or giving early morning 
news. Rather, it is now the norm for a D.J. 

_ to see how many references he or she can 
make to various body parts, or the number 
of swear words he or she can fit into one 

shift. 4 

The only thing that this kind of radio talk 
replaces is the use of wit and intelligence. A 
disk jockey doesn’t need to think or prepare 
a show because many feel they would rather 
talk about what they did the night before. 

: Why does this kind of programming con- 
:, linue to increase? Simple. People like it, 
+ People like hearing crude jokes, profanity 
' and sexual comments. If people didn’t like 


it, radio stations would lose listeners and 
wouldn't survive. It’s a simple marketing 
technique that every business uses. ‘If it 
works, do it.” 

Why would any on-air program manager 
change something that sells? There is no 
question that we are sending a signal to. 
these managers that this kind of program- 
‘ming is not only acceptable, but also desired 
in Utah Valley. 

The real question posed concerns the 
effect that this kind of programming has on 
listeners. No one can say for certain that 
someone who listens to profanity and sexual 
comments on the radio all day will be more 
apt to use profanity or make sexual com- 
ments themselves. 

However, anyone can remember the 
recent scandal involving a country music 
disk jockey and a little girl in Salt Lake City 
just months ago. Is it 
any wonder that this 
same disk jockey was 
notorious for making 
obscene and profane 
comments on the air? 

The obvious answer to exposure to this 
and any kind of obscene material is simple 
avoidance. Why worry about going through 
the hassle of battling censorship when the 
answer lies in the index finger of every indi- 
vidual? : 

Historically, many have said that the best 
way to really understand a people and their — 
lifestyle is through studying their arts. In 
our era of technology, the media might best 
tell the story of our people. If that is true, | 
worry about the future. 

No one has the right to tell anyone what 
they can or can’t listen to, but everyone has 
the right to decide what they listen to per- 
sonally. Just turn it off. oo

PARIS — With memories still fresh 
of his tributes to World War II hero- 
ism, Presidefit Clinton is about to con- 
front his own history as a college stu- 
dent who led anti-war war protests 
during Vietnam. 

Today, he*returns to Oxford 
University, where he once wrote his 
ROTC director back home in 
Arkansas in appreciation “for saving 
me from the draft.” 

The end-of-trip stop at Oxford offers 
a jarring contrast of images: a grateful 
commander-in-chief making stirring 
speeches at legendary battle sites, and 
solemn cemeteries and a youthful stu- 
dent struggling to avoid the draft and 
speaking out against a war “I opposed 
and despised.” 

From the Anzio beachhead to the 
Normandy coast, Clinton has shared 
in the glory of memories of valor and 
sacrifices of a half century ago. 

He courted the military with unstint- 
ing praise and spoke poignantly of 
fallen soldiers, “the fathers we never 
knew, the uncles we never met, the 
friends who never returned, the heroes 
we Can never repay.” 

The European press did not take 
much notice of Clinton’s perfor- 
mance. William Rees-Mogg, former 


_ editor and now columnist of The 


Times of London, said D-Day com- 
memorations are bad politics. 

“There is the simple point that 
Clinton, Major and Mitterrand would 


be advised to avoid comparisons with 
Roosevelt, Churchill and de Gaulle,” 
he wrote. “Men of lesser stature 
should not choose to remind us that 
we were once led by great men.” 

With the memorial ceremonies over, 
Clinton’s own record returns to the 
spotlight. 

For weeks, White House aides rec- 
ognized that Oxford could undercut 


‘the political boost Clinton was sure to 


get from the D-Day celebrations. At 
one point, the Oxford visit was sched- 
uled to occur two days before the 50th 
anniversary of the Allied invasion, but 
that would have disrupted the smooth 
flow of celebrations. 

“This is not new to people,” said 
Mark Gearan, communications direc- 
tor. “He dealt with it during the cam- 
paign. He spends his days thinking 
about the future, not dwelling on the 
past.” 

Aides said that at Oxford, Clinton 
would stress the cross-generational 
theme he has made throughout this 
trip: that post-war Americans have to 
build on the sacrifices of World War II 
veterans to protect the freedom they 
won. 

Clinton remains unapologetic about 
trying to avoid the draft. “I still think 
I was right on that,” he said in an 
interview Sunday night on the aircraft 
carrier USS George Washington off 
the Normandy Coast. 

It was while he was attending 
Oxford, in April, 1969, that Clinton 
received a draft-induction notice. He

National Trails Day big hit 
with pioneer-style trail ride

Several Utah organizations will 
host activities to promote Utah Trails 
Week. Gov. Mike Leavitt has declared 
the week of June 4 to June 11 Utah 
Trails Week in accordance with 
National Trails Day. 

“More than 3,000 trail organizations 
around the country will celebrate and 
promote trails,” said John Knudson, 
state trails coordinator with the Utah 
Division of Parks and Recreation.

hosted a pioneer trail ride. on 
Saturday. People traveled in covered 
wagons, rode on saddle horses or 
walked along the Spanish Trail. 

Other celebration activities included 
a trail clean-up effort along Paiute 
ATV trail in Millard County, and the 
dedication of anew monument at 
Little Emigration Canyon. 

On Friday there will be a re-enact- 
ment of the Mormon Pioneer 
Celebration at Dance Hall Rock on 
the Hole-in-the-Rock Trail.

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Students should know health care-options

Broken arms, persistent coughs, chest pains and other 
medical related problems usually need the attention of a 
physician, but when the problem occurs, it is often too late 
to start reading up on health care options. 

Students who do need to see a physician should know 
their options, and where to go, depending on the situation 
they are involved in. Those options include the BYU 
McDonald Student Health Center, the Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center, private physicians and medical 
centers and other specialty clinics and treatments. 

“The most important step in choosing where you are 
going to go is to decide how serious the injury is,” said 
Gary B. Brimley, assistant director of Student Health 
Services. “Some people might just need to see a physician, 
others might need same day service and still others might 
be ‘suffering from a life-threatening problem which needs 
immediate attention.” 

The BYU Health Center has 30 physicians who work 
part-time and specialize in a wide variety of treatments. 
They also have an Urgent Care unit which treats minor 
medical problems such as sprains, small cuts, fevers and 
other problems which aren’t life threatening. 

“If you think it is life threatening, such as profuse bleed- 


ing, chest pains or respiratory problems, you should 
always go to the UVRMC Emergency Room instead of 
Urgent Care,” Brimley said. 

“UVRMC has. a full-service Emergency Room which is 
open 24 hours-a-day, and handles almost every. possible 
medical emergency,” said Wayne Watson, Emergency Care 
administrative director. “Although we encourage students 
to go to the BYU health center for most of their health care 
needs, we will not turn anyone down who comes to us.” 

UVRMC also offers a screening service to determine 
how serious an injury is. 

“Often times, people will come to the Emergency Room 
for small things such as headaches, or other problems 
which can be seen at their doctors office,” Watson said. 
Another issue is cost. Emergency Room care and Urgent 
care often cost a lot more than seeing a family physician. 

“If the problem is not life-threatening, it is usually best to 
save the money and go to your regular physician,” he said. 

The BYU Health Center is a service specifically for stu- 
dents and their dependants. There is no minimum credit 
hour requirement; however, students must be enrolled. 

“Because of the way our-system is set up at the health 
center, students can usually be seen by a physician within 
two or three days, whereas they might have to wait'a week 
or more to see a physician outside of the center,’ Brimley 
said. 


Airlines change policies for summer travelers

NEW YORK — Those 14-day _ line. 
advance purchase restrictions and 
nonrefundable tickets are slipping out 
of the fine-print conditions that clutter 
the bottom of air fare ads. 

Led by small new carriers, big 
established airlines are scrapping 
restrictions that have forced vacation- 
ers to decide on an itinerary months 
ahead of time, often with only a few 
days before a sale expires. 

The trend is part of a broader move 

_ toward consistently lower prices to 
satisfy air travelers who insist on the 
cheapest fare. 

“The full-service airline, as we have 
known it since the dawn of aviation, 
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may become a thing of the past,” said

Southwest Airlines” simple and rela- 
tively affordable fares have become 
common in the West. Now 
Continental and USAir are mimicking
